DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/12/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1-2,4-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. As to claims 1 -2, and 1 6-1 7 prior art fails to teach a magnetic field 
generating unit integrated and formed on the substrate in conjunction with the 
other elements of claim 1 and 16 . 

b. As to claim 14 prior art fails to teach or suggest the quartz window in 
conjunction with the other elements of claim 14. 

c. As to claim 15, prior art fail to teach a fine vacuum tube and other 
electronic elements integrated and formed on a substrate of a semiconductor in 
conjunction with the other elements of claim 15. Specifically Okada teach 
integrating multiple gate to form a multiple gate to form a single electronic device 
( a single vacuum tube device). However Okada does not teach other (different

devices) integrated on the substrate. Moreover due to the low temperatures 
required to run the device of Okada it does not appear one would be motivated to 
form other electronic devices on the substrate.
